Fozaſmuche as the Loꝛde keper of the great Seale of Englande, the Loꝛde Treaſourer ok Cnglande, 
and the two chieke Juſtices of eyther Benche, in the execution of the ſayde ſeuerall Ictes and ſtatutes, haue 
by thepꝛ deliberate aduiſes, fared, limitted. aſſigned, and appopnted the pꝛyſes of Galcoigne and Frenche 
iDpnes,to be ſolde within this the Quenes Maieſties Realme in groſſe: Chat is fo ſap,eticry Tunne of the 
beſt Galcoigne wine, to be ſolde after the cuſtome and impoſt papde to the Quenes Maieſtie, at the pꝛice and 
rate of. vi. li. vi. 3. viii. d. the Tunne, and not aboue. And euery Tunne of the beſt Frenche wine, to be ſolde 
in like maner after the ſame rate of. vi.li.vi.s.viii.d.the Cunne, and not aboue. Ind eucry Pipe, Hoggeſhed. 
Puncheon Cerce, and other vellell of the ſame ſeutrall wynes, to be ſold after they? quantities, arcoꝛdyng to 
the ſamc rates and not aboue: And koꝛ ſmall aud thinne wynes to be ſolde vnder the lame rates,as the by- 
ers and ſellers thercof cane agree, Ind ſeꝛ the retaplyng of the ſayd Gaſcotgne and French wrnes, the ſayd 
L 92deg and Julticc 3 5p aucthoꝛttie aforeſapde, haue aſſigned and appopnted the pzyſes,35 foloweth, That 
ie to ſap,currp Batlon ofthe beſt Ba! codJree 32 Mine to be ſolde fo:.r.d. the Gallon, and not aboue: Ind cuero 
Gatton of the beſt Frenche wine to ve kolde allo foꝛ.r.d. the Gallon, and not aboue. Ind alſo that euerp Pot» 
tle.Quarte, and Pynte, ſhalbe retayled and ſolde after and accoꝛdpng to the lame ſeuerall rates and v2yſes, 
The Quenes Maieſtie our Soueraigne Lady therfoze ſtraightiy chargeth and commaundeth all and ſingu- 
ler her ſudtectes, and others, pu'tyng any maner of Gaſcoigne oꝛ Frenche ndynes to ſale within this her 
Maieſties Realme, that thep.ne any of them, in any maner of wyſe, by any craft, coutn, oz pꝛpuate agree⸗ 
ment, bal lell aup Gaſcoigne oꝛ Frenche wpnes otherwyſe, oꝛ at any hygher pzyſcs, then is aboue limitted, 
vpon payne to foꝛfapte and pap luch penalties, as are contepned and expꝛeſſed in the ſapde ſeuerall Fctes and 
ſtatutes. And kurther her hyghnes pleaſure and commaundement is, that all and ſinguler Maioꝛs, She: 
rikkes. Baplilkes. Conſtables, and other her officers and miniſters to whom it appertapneth, that they, and 
euery of them with diligence, cauſe and ſce that this her Pꝛoclamation be put in due execution after the te 
nour ot the lame. And allo accoꝛdyng to another Icte of Parliament, made in the. xxrvii. pere of the raigne 
of her Maielltes lade father King Henry the eyght. agaynſt ſuch as wyll refuſe to ſell PY A at pzyſcs 
tared as is afozcſapde, as they wyll aunſwerethereto at theyꝛ perilles. WA, 1
